begun to appear. In fact, we, find that 
upon nearly oveiy important point 
there; is a divergence of sentinu'iit lie- 
tween the leatiers uiid tho rank and 
'•jfilf p£" the party so wide as 10 01101x1 
flittlo hope of an amicable settlement of 
thcjir ■ diflcrenccs. It is a pity that 
• these gentry will not accept the ad- 
monition of tlio French motto and 
wash their soiled linen at homo; for 
.wo can assure tlieiii that their quarrels 
'over tho division of the sjrails are 
neither edifying nor j)loanant when 
brouglit to public notice. It hns lie- 
comc notorious that the two most pre- 
tentious personages in the dominant 
party are not "on tenii.s."' Iiideetl. it 
is said that by a stmngo combiaation 
of paradoxical cii'oumstauoes there has 
been engendered from n cool indiffor- 
once a heated controversy between the 
pair which liasculniiiiated in auo[)eurup- 
turo and the consignment of isaL'li other, 
so far as verbal iitteranc("s couiu ef- 
fect the pui'jjosc, to tho Plutonic re- 
gions. Next the public are shocked to 
hear that tho Prenu'or is not pleased 
with his orgim-iii-cliicf; that he openly 
condemns it as wisliy-washy, indiscreet, 
unenterprising, uninlluential, unread, 
nonsensical, euijjty-lieuded, vajuil and 
devoid of articles of force ami charac- 
teri excejit when ho (the Premier) con- 
tributes towards its columns a diatribe 
on the Elliott Government or some 
other hackneyed subject. Then we 
have tlie Provinciiil Secretary (aa de- 
tailed a few weeks ago) declaring in 
the House his indupendenco of the 
Premier and voting against a measure 
which he had previously assented to in 
Executive Council. And then the 
editor of tho Slainlanfl organ of 
tho WALKEjr Government — the re- 
cipient of showers of Governinontal 
patronage in tlu; form of advertise- 
ments and notices, -who is .suj/iiosed to 
stand as high in his master's favor as 
the Victoria organ has sunk low; Avho 
gets " points " of the intentions of the 
Government in suh-anco; and who gen- 
erally ba.sks in tlie sunshine of ollicial 
favor and "paddles his own canoo" 
through a sea of rich ofllcial "pap,'' — 
we liud this gentleman attending the 
. recent Anti-Separation meeting at New 
Westminster and moving, the adoption 
of an amendment identical in its scope 
and tendency with Dr. Asa's amend- 
ment that was voted down by the 
brutalized Government majority iu 
Pai'liameut during the session just 
brought to a close. 

Now, the avowed jioliuy of the party 
in power in British Columbia is a sev- 
erance of tho political tie that binds fhe 
Province to Canada. They have de- 
clared over and over again that they 
will listen to no i^ropositiou that may 
point towards compensation or arbitra- 
tion. "Tlie Carnarvon Terms or Separa- 
tion" is their shibboleth. There will bo 
no compromise, no half-way measure, 
no modification. It must be all or 
■ none. From the first wo have held 
that the position assumed b^- tho Gov- 
ernment and their elaqiurd is untenable ; 
that Separation is impracticable ; that 
Canada is as well aware of that as Mr. 
Walkem, and that, consequently, the 
few who imagine that their secession 
resolutions will scare the Colonial 
Office into proposing terms of pacilica- 
.tion which will not meet with the ou- 
dorsement of the Canadian Parliament, 
deceive but themselves. We believe 
tlmt all matters in dispute between 
Canada and Columbia must finally be 
submitted to arbitration, and that Coni- 
pen.satiou — fair, equitable and satis- 
factory to both Dominion and Province 
— will be the event. It is a pity that 
• the Government of tho Pro-ince, setting 
aside claptrap, have not approach- 
ed the question with the one ol)- 
ject of speedily bringing the unhapjiy 
quarrel to an end. Put they have wil- 
fully closed their eyes to the inevitable 
and pursued a course that will prolong 
the controversy without producing any 
better terms than could have been ob- 
tained four years ago. In fact, we be- 
gin to fear that what .some of our local 
politicians most dread is an amicable 
settlement of the railway qu(.'Htion. It 
is the stock-in-trade with which they 
Imve attained and continue to hold 
power. Compose 'tlu! difTerence and 
they would subside into tho obscurity 
tliey are best littcd to adorn. Whether 
the editor of the IMainhuid organ ;icted 
under "instructions" from headquarter.s 
in moving the amendment which efl'ec- 
tually disjjoses of (Separation on thf; 
Mainland is not apparent. We tivo 
inclined to think that, unable to de- 
fend or condone the wicked policy of 
his masters, he was forced by public 
■ opinion to abandon them and to favor 
the ado])tion of the only course that has 
the least chance of success. It is just 
po.ssible that the amendment was 
written at . Victoria and sent by tho 
Premier to the editor of the Herald to 
move.

Tiio Fo)l!ii;//il/i/ I'eritn- has an 
article on the position of tho Joint 
Stock Banks of England from the .pen 
of A. J. Wilson. ' .ifei^illiptartling facts 
arc elicited from the recent returns of 
these institutions that seem to fore- 
shadow troublous times ahead. The 
prolonged depression iu business and 
the extremely small ])rotits in tlie man- 
ufacturing districts are contrasted with 
tho apparently nourishing condition of 
tho Banks. Not only have tho Joint 
Stock Banks declared enormous divi- 
dends, but they have made largo acces- 
sions to their caiiital stock, the e,\tent 
of the latter being givoii at £1,000,000. 
A dividend of 20 and 22 per cent, per 
annum on the paid up cajjital of these 
institutions is common enough, and 
anything under 10 jier cent, is regarded 
as "a very indilTerent return, '4'his Is 
certainly extraordinary in a country 
where the rate of interest is so low. 
Tho eight Loudon Banks proiier have, 
during tlie la,st t\yo years, pajd 10^ per 
cent, per annum to tlieir stockholders. 
There in a falling ofr fi-om tlie average 
boforo tlin C'olUe framls of ISr;"), prior 
to which these liank.s distributed KU 
per cent. The live London banks with 
provincial branches paid an average 
yearly diviilend of 13|- per cont. during 
J87;j and 1870. From the banks in 
provinciql sities twenty-one are taken, 
whose centres of husipess are in 
Birmingham, Liverpool, IManijhustor, 
Leeds, Shefliehl. etc. The average yearly, 
dividend paiil by these is I I per cent., 
ranging from 5 up to .'50 per cent., the 
latter being jjaid by tho Lajicaster 
bank. Tho rural biink*, however, pre- 
sent a still more striking degree of 
prosperity. Twenty-nine of these, doing 
business purely in agricultural districts, 
selected al|ih;il)etically , have yielded 
average dividends of 10 cent. j)ei' 

annum, and the indications of decrease 
are few. The value of money in Eng- 
land, and, ind'ad, in all the great cen- 
ters of woaUh, has seldom been so low 
as it has ruled since IS?."). i\[oro than 
once within the past three years havo 
bill brokers on Lombard .street been 
glad to dhscounl good paper at, | per 
cent, per annum. Agriculture \\as been 
un])rofitable — tAvo very bad harvests 
coming together, while foreign compe- 
tition in the su;)ply of articles of food 
is getting closer each yeai', depriving 
the farmer of the old conipensaliou for a 
bad year — high prices.

cy. Tho writer, from an extended \ 
analysis of the statcnieiit.s of these 
banks, shows that they have loadcil up 
with stocks aiul bomls of vr.rious kinds, 
until unable to meet tho denuiiids of 
their busmcss, and when this jioint was 
reached called ui additional capital, 
wdiich was readily furnished uniler the 
temptiition of high interest, only to be 
tied up in the .same way. The Nation- 
al Provincial Bank of England, the 
largest iu the Kingdom, wJiidi has de- 
posits of .£2G,000,000, has something 
like .£9,000,000 invested in stocks. 
The rapid increaso m dojiosits is thus 
accounted for : "A customer of aBank 
gets, say, a loan of ,£10,000 on current 
account — j. c, is allowed to overdraw 
to that ainouut, with or without securi- 
ty, "nd the Bank immediately credits 
his account with tlie overdraft which 
then ajipears in the balance slieot of tho 
Cank as a 'liability on deposit and cur- 
rent account.' No jiractice coulil be 
more misleading than that wbich wra]is

"That all t.axos on the Assessment

"That when t.axes aro delinquent, 25 
per cent, thereof shall be charged thereon 
and added thereto, and shall form part of 
such delinquent tax, and interest shall 
at onco attach thereon at the rate of 18 
per cent, per annum. 

"That when taxes upon real estate (in- 
cluding tho uiioccupiod land tax) aro de- 
linquent, tho land may bo sold.

Editou Colosist : — I have been 
looking over tho Standard from time to 
time and reading the reports written by 
" Common Sense " and " Cariboo Min- 
or " concerning the different ledges in 
Cariboo, nnrl lieg a sliort space in tlie 
columns of your paper for a few re- 
marks.

Harper thinks fav- 
orable unless it is through pure malice. 
In my opinion the Bonanza ledge is the 
best defined ledge in Calnboo to-day, 
and is worthy of a trial. What is Bo- 
die to-day? One of the best mining 
camps in California, shipping thou- 
sands of dollars worth of bullion every 
month. It was condemned at onetime 
by some of the best experts in the 
country. If the B. C. Co. would only 
accept of the projiosition made to them 
by tiic Ctiriboo Co. or would sink on 
one of their own claim.s down to a depth 
of (say) three or four hundred feet, 
thoy would lie opening the best ledge in 
Cariboo, and should it prove to be 
good it is htrge enough to rival that of 
the Comstock, and Cariboo would be 
one of tho richest countries in- the 
world. "Common .Sense" stated in 
his letter to the Standard that we must 
look after free gold ledges, those that 
will pay from the surface.

AVilliam Forrist, 
Walker and tho Cariboo Co. aro con- 
tinually prospecting, and I hope they 
will be rewarded. The Cariboo Co. arc 
too poor to sink on tho. Bonanza lodge, 
and I hope the B. 0. Co. will help them 
out, and it will not only prove its valuo 
but Mr. Piiotte's na well as Mr. Har- 
Harper's theory. The people of 
Cariboo (or a majority of them) will 
never be satisfied until this is done. I 
hope that somo time in the near future, 
whilst travelling through the mines of 
California or elsewhere, to hear of good 
reports from Cariboo, and that the 
miners are all making theii* fortune, 
which they vidJy dwrve. J.E.H.

The follcwing notice appears in the 
Government Gazette. It savors mucli of 
tho form of requisition which iuvadei-a 
issue to the people they have conquered, 
hnd uiton whom thoy purpose billeting. 
Tho rich will not grumble at tho haste 
with which tho Goveninicnt propose to 
collect tho taxes. The poor alone will 
BuHer from tho summary method : 

"That all ta.xes on the Assessment 
Rolls for tho electoral district of Victoria 
City for tho years 1870, 1877, and 1878, 
remaining unpaid on tho 20tli October, 
1878, will be deliiupient. 

"That when taxes aro <lelinquont, 25 
per cent, thereof shall be charged thereon 
and added thereto, and shall form part of 
such delinquent tax, and interest .shall 
at once attacli theroon at tho rate of 18 
per cent, per annum. 

"Tliat when taxes upon real estate (in- 
cluding tho unoccupied land tax) aro de- 
liiuiueut, tho land may bo s"ld. 

"Tliat when school, personal property, 
or incoino tax are delinquent, tho assessor 
or collector may at once distrain. 

"That on or after the 20th December, 
1878, tho land in respect of which taxes 
aro delinquent and unpaid, will bo sold by 
public auction." _

Editok Ooi.o.vist ; — I havo been 
looking over the iSttindard from time to 
time and reading the reports written by 
" Common Sense " and " Cariboo filin- 
er " concerning the different ledge.s in 
Cariboo, and beg a short space in tlie 
columiiK of your paper for a few ro- 
mnrk.s.

It is 
rather curious to rile that Riotto should 
condemn what Mr. Harper thinks fav- 
orable uiilos.s it is through pure malice. 
In my c)[iiiiion tlie Bonanza ledge i.s tho 
best defined ledge in Cariboo to-day, 
and is worthy of a trial. What is Bo- 
die to-day 1 One of the best mining 
camps in California, shipping thou- 
sands of dollars worth of bullion every 
month. It wa.s condemned at onetime 
by some of the best experts in the 
country. If the B. C. Co. would only 
accept of the proiiositioii made to them 
by the Cariboo Co. or would sink on 
one of their own claims down to a depth 
of (say) three or four hundred feet, 
they would bo opening the best ledge in 
Cariboo, and should it prove to be 
good it is large enough to rival that of 
the Comstock, and Cariboo would be 
one of the richest countries in the 
world. " Common .Sense " stated in 
his letter to the Standard that we must 
look after free gokl ledges, those that 
wi^ pay from the surface. If the peo- 
ple of Cariboo should abide by '•' Com- 
mon Sense " it would take all the mo- 
ney they have got to in-ospect and find 
it, and then they might not liave it.

Immediately afterwards saw she had 
starboarded iier holm and was trying to 
cross our bows showing licr green light 
close under our port bow. Seeing a 
collision was inevitable, we stopped our 
engines and reversed them at full 
speed. The nvo vessels came in colli- 
sion, the bow of the Bywell Castle cut- 
ting into the sfeamer Avith a dreadful 
crash. We took immediate mcnsurcs 
for saving life by hauling up over our 
bows several passengers, tlirowing 
oyerboard ropes' ends, life buoys, a 
heali ladder, several planks and getting 
out three boats, at the same time keep- 
ing the whistle blowing loudly for as- 
sistance, which was rendered liy several 
boats from shore and a boat from an- 
other steamer.
